PHILADELPHIA (UPI) -E v a n ­ 
gelist Billy Graham told a near 
capacity audience at Convention 
Hall last inght that “we are 
entering a horror phase of his­ 
tory.” 


He warned of possible nuclear 
devastation and told the 14.000 
attending the meeting they had 
better get religion. 


“ If we seek the Kingdom of 
God and pray sincerely, repent 
for our sins and turn from our 
wicked ways, God will come to 
our aid.’’ 


He said the Belgrade Conference 
of so-called neutral nations “hum­ 
bled” the U. S. by branding it a 
colonial nation. 


“But there was no word of con­ 
demnation against Russia for the 
occupation of Lithuania, Poland 
and Germany,” he said. “We are 
entering a horror phase of history. 
God has blessed us in the past 
because we have been a generous 
and God-fearing people.’’

Action Is Tabled 
On 5-Man Board

Falls Township Supervisors last 
night tabled action on plans to 
increase their three-man board to 
five members following a heated 
verbal battle between Republi­ 
cans and Democrats. 
Supervisors Milton Berkes, Rob­ 
ert Arrowood and Edawrd Row­ 
ley said investigation by Town­ 
ship Solicitor William F. Heefner 
had raised serious doubts in their 
minds as to the legality of many 
portions of the new law providing 
for the increase. 
Berkes, board chairman, said 
he was not in favor of the law 
liecause it doesnot provide for 
the selection of the two supervis­ 
or candidates through a party 
primary, thereby permitting par­ 
ty bosses to select the candidates. 
Another discrepancy in the law, 
Berkes said, is the way in which 


it provides for the election of one 
new supervisor for a six-year 
term and the other for a four-year 
term. Berkes pointed out that this 
does not clearly indicate on the 
ballot which candidates were se 
leoted in the party primary. 


'Hie supervisor also said he felt 
that rn elections of this type, can­ 
didates should lie elected for the 
.shortest possible term so that 
they may more quickly be ex 
posed to the full election process 
of primary selection arni general 
election. 


Ironically, Berkes and Rowley, 
two years ago through the State 
Association of Township Supervis 
ors, pushed for passage of a law 
adding two more supervisors to 
three-man boards. This suggestion 
was placed liefore the General 
A s s e m b l y by Assemblyman 
James J. A. Gallagher. It provide
